FoUoviug this Commander Lawler 
sold Che ouiuradiis htid decided to hone-

he was ou;umaader. 

Judge Cochran would formally pre- 
sent the toknu.

In accept in;; the pioseut General 
Palmer spoi^e teolingly. '*I can scarcely 
find woras to ejepress my gratitude t o 
you, my oomrades," he suid.

C omuiaiider in chiel Lawler made 
Ills annual .uKiro!-.-! •iiid w.is loudly ap- 
plauded. Alter payiut<, a compliment 
lo the beautiful I'alls t'ity aud her 
Ireaimeut of the assembled hosts, he 
stated that ho had iraveled 30,000 miles 
the past year, and had attended '.M of 
tile 4.") department eiicampiiieiits. Ho 
had alteutied meeliugs in every st^te 
Biivo two, i. e., Florida. and Arizona. 

On the subject of pensi(jns the eom- 
mauder-iu-chief said: "We know that 
all the legislation enacted by congress 
in the interest of the old soldier bas 
been brought about by or through tlie 
influence of this groat, powerful organ- 
ization — the Grand Army of the Ke- 
publio— and those of as who are more 
fortnnate phTsioolly than others, pro- 
pose to keep it np just as long as we 
Un. . And while we are not asking for 
asy new ptfnsion legislation, we do ask 
and in^t that when a law is passed by 
congress that its provisions, as inteud- 
cd by them, shall be carried out as 
sol ssieooBStned aud miMM^viiii^ o-^ 



any aasn or set ot men ot any party 
who may be iu power. 

"I am not a lawyer, but I know the 
rerdiot of auy conrt of loyal men wo jld 
be that after a man has furnished the 
proofs and has been granted a pension, 
that pousiou can not be taken away 
from nim without dne process of law. 
I know this is being done, howerer, all 
over the land, for I have seen the eri 
deuces of It in every department in 
which I have beeu— pensions redooed 
from |iS to |8 aud Rou |B to $6, and 
many cut off entire. Then again, a 
man who applied for a pension two and 
three years ago will reoeire a notice 
that his claim is rejected, then notified 
that his case is reopened and allowed, 
but only from the time of ncvening, 
thus cheating a worthy man out of 1300 
or so. 

"Many of our oomrades thus dealt 

with arc not able to bring suit to tost 
tho constitutionality of niis sort of 
ruling of a pen.siou coiuinander. I 
would, therefore, rc^cominend that the 
iucoinin;: counsel of administration be 
empowered to seloct a case and prose- 
cute the satiif. It has been tho custom 
of encampments to appoint a committee 
to prepare some testimonial for the re- 
tiring commander-in chief. I recom- 
mend that no such committee be ap- 
pointed this year, but that this money 
be used iu iiiakin;.? a test case as to t'le 
coustituHouality of the act of Juno 27, 
1890." 

On the question oi Decoration day the 
commander-iu cliief said: "Let us see 
to it that the day is kept as a memorial 
day; li t us denounce in our own eoai- 
niuiiitics any desecration of tlie dav, 
such as races and games, oxc.rsions, 
balls and and other umusemonts^ — of 
which tiiero is too mucli on this day — 
the tendency is to for,,'et the objects of 
its ob.-ervai!ce and make It S day of 
pleasure aii'l i ecreatioii. "

zation and his personal statl' for tlifr 
services dutiug the year, and^iu touch- 
ing langn^elwft IttS .dlai^dM god- 
speed.

He would, uowever decline to be a can- 
didate a^nlt Comrade Walker and 
moved that the rules be suspended and 
the adjutant general be directed to oast 
the uuauimous vote of the euoampment 
for Comrade Walker. Mr. Clarluou's 
action produced a thunder of applause. 
The motion prevailed vrith a hurricane 
of chuors. when order was restorud 
Commander Lawler formally declared 
Colonel Walker elected. He directed 
some oomrades to escort the uew com- 
mauder to the platform, which was 
done midst euthusiastio shouts and 
cheers of the old veterans on all sides. 

Colonel Walker, iu thanking the 
coiurades, said that he deeply felt the 
high compliment which they had be- 
stowed upon him in electing him to the 
highest oiAor within their gift. He feit 
almost oppressed at the thought of suc- 
ceeding such a long line of able men 
who iiaU tilled the otUce. He would, 
howevor, devote his entire energies to 
performiug bis duties. 

In tho couteat for senior vice com- 
mander, both the candidates were from 
Kentucky, they were General U. H. 
BobMoaod Miehaol Minton. Qoaeral 



of Washiut; was elected junior vice 
commander over J. O. Gregg of Mon- 
tana. 

The gentlemen of the eneampment 
almost completed their worK while the 
ladies of the two ..axiliaries aid not get 
much done. There has beeu considera- 
ble agitatior about uuitiug them in tiiis 
year of rectiited brotherhood and citi- 
zenship, but the ladies of the ausui- 
arits are as far apart as ever and in 
spirit, if not iu purpose, they will re- 
main divided. Tne Ladies' Circle de- 
voted to reports and in discnssioos 
therewith for the perfeotion and orteu- 
sion of their organization. 

The Woman's Uelef Corps had the 
trouble between the factions of Mrs 
Clark aud Mrs. Sherwood at Canton, 
O., exempli^ed by the sberiil. who en- 
tered without the password to serve an 
injunction of the courts on the uatiouul 
otficera, restraining them from onsting 
Mrs. Clark.

SAVE D THE CUP.

— The interna- 
tional series of yacht races betv.'eon the 
Defender aud the Valkyrie for the 
Ameiica's cap is ended. On the whole 
it has been an extraordinary series, a;i 1 
while the result is satisfactory to tiic 
American people, two at least of the 
contests that went to make up the 
match were not. The Defender wei 
iuaclearraoe Saturday; iu Tuesday - 
race she croiued the line behiud tli - 
English boat, but was awarded th> 
race on a foul; yesterday she nud .\ 
walk-over, as the Valkyrie withdrew 
f ro.a th9 raoe jast after oronjaiug the 
line. 

Lord Dnnraven had sai l Wednesday 
uiirht that he would withdraw his boat 
on the morrow if an absolutely clear 
course was not provideil. fie claiuiid 
tliat during the previous ra'-c his ii.iiit 
hail been >:re;ifly interfer ' i vvitli, an l 
as every. li.n ; depended up i:i m - 
come ot' th" tjiird of the series, nc a I 
hcred to tiiat decision so clo>e:y t : ,,t 
Valkyri ' mi'rely crossed tlie siarrin:; 
line and then retired from the coute . 
Defender, who w.w weil in advance 
when tiio handicap gun was ii rod, con- 
tinued on her jouruey and went o.ei 
the cour.se w ill wirhiii liie time Ini.ir. 
Hy lior three straight victoiioj De- 
fender retains the historio cap for 
Anierioa

Duuraven womd sail in a race, or i\ 
.series of ra-es at Newport or Marbli 
head, awtiy . rom the maddening crowd 
of Mew iovk, for a cup. Mr. Glonnie 
replieu that ite thought it very nulike- 
ly. He hurdl^ thooght that his lord- 
ship would agida sul the Valkyrie on 
this side of the water, though be could 
not state what would be done with the 
Valkyrie in the immediate fntore. 

AT THE TREASURY. 



Bat Little Cliauge Mada in the Gold Kr- 
•erve, StatidlnB at •90,Sl'4,0OO. 

Washinqton. Sept. 13.— So far as re- 
ported to the treasury department tucro 
were no withdrawals of gold yesterday 
at New York, nor were there any de- 
posits of gold except in the regular 
course of business. T'he true amount of 
the reserve at the close of business w.is 
|09,512,UOJ. At Chicago there was a 
deposit of (76,000 in gold in exchange 
for small notes, aud the balauoe of the 
net gain of 1)143,000 was obtained, at the 
assay oflice. 

The demand for Columbian half dol 
lars in evcii.inge for gold at p;ir at tho 
subtreasurii s of the United States, ex- 
cept riau Fiaiicisco, eoutinues without 
abatement. At tlie pro.sent time there 
remains uusohl only $S,'.i,Ooo, Tlie.se 
halves are pcricc;tly new, never iiaviii^ 
been in cinuilatiou, aud have the same 
legal tender and rodemptioo (joalities as 
other halt dollar pieces. 

UttMt Ootrac* la OblM. 
Bhanobai. Sept. 18. — The British 
consul at Wen-Chow, in the province 
of Che-Kiaug, has been stoned by a 
mob. Literature inciting against the 
English has been circulated by the olfl- 
cials. The inquiry at Ku-Cheng is bt 
ing obstructed liy tho tactics of the o!H- 
ciols headed by tho viceroy, who is try- 
ing to exouerale the prisoners in the 
face of the most damning testimony. 

Haadratl* Killed In Bondnras. 

Nkw YojiK, Sept. 13.— A special from 
Tegucigalpa says that an earthquake 
has occurred in Honduras. Two hun- 
dred and flf ly peonle are reported dead 
or ijiag. The property Ion will 
amoani to mora tluia a adUlon.

San pKAfcisco, Sept. 18. — The 

steamer An5:';raHa arrived yesterday 
evening from Honoluln, bringing the 
following advices to tho Associated 
Press, undt r date of Sept. 5. 

Forty-one cases of cholera have lieen 
reported to date with K deaths. The 
disease attacks only the natives. 
Every effort is being made to stamp it 
out. No islnud steamers are allowed to 
leave port without first remaiuin>? in 
quarantine for five days. Pas.seu;,'ers 
must undory:o the same ordeal. Tiie 
Australia loaves today for San Frau- 
dsco with cabin passengers only. 

The cholera, accordiug to the general 
theory, was wrought to Honolulu by the 
steamer Belgio, which arrived on Aug. 
9 with S85 Chinese immigrants ou 
board. The vessel had a clean bill of 
health, but following the custom the 
Chinese were placed iu quarantine. Ou 
Aug. 18 it was learned that three of rli-^ 
immigrants iiad died, two from bowel 
compiaiut aud the otiicr from exhaus- 
tion. 

As soon as it was publicly a'lnouncpd 
that a death had oc3uriHd at theiiu n- 
autine station people h-^icaine ahniie- 1 
aud decl.ired t.iut Asiatic cholera hj i 
broken out .imon;^ the Chii'ese immi- 
grants. Physicians made a careful ex- 
amination ot the first cases and t; 
clared that ^t v/as not cholera. M< 
ca-ics broke i<nt soon, however, aud tliis 
inten> lie-l tlio a^aim. By tins tiuie > if^ 
di.sea.se was declared to Le Miuiue A- 
atio cholera. It was decided toiuaivu- 
rate a sys'.e.^i of house to house inspec- 
tion, and oiner precuutioiiuiy lueusur. s 
were uvlopled to insure, if possible, tha 
security of tic cfuiimuu.ry. 

Mo ca.-es oexeloped .luioiig tlie ( 'hi- 
ne.se at the (juaraiitiut^ siaiiot> alter 
Aug. Ui, and tlie immii,'rants have since 
been released. 

Up to Aug. 2;i ;ive c.ises of cliolera 
had develop.'d at Hcmolulu, with four 
deaths. C>ii tlio evening of the 2-lih an- 
other case v.as reported. Por five days 
there were no ciLses reported .aid people 
became easier, believing that the dis- 
ease had been stamiicd out. But it was 
only a respite Cn the 30th nine ca.ses 
were reported, tive of which proved 
fatal. One of the oases was a seaman 
on the Bennington named W. li. 
(Joodel. He was t.iiien ill while on 
board the vessel and lived but a sliorr 
time. Ue had bathed in the harbor, 
aud it is thought contraoted the disea.- > 
in this manner. On tho following two 
days four cases were reported; on the 
third seven cases developed. 

With the exception of the Benning- 
tou Bailors, the scourge has atiacked 
only natives. The chief diffloulty in 
dealing with the cholera here is the ig- 
norance and uudean habits of tiie na- 
tives aud Chinese. The natives, of 
course, have no oonception of the na- 
ture of the diseiise, its origin or the 
proper treatment of it. In this, as in 
all other respects, they are children 
and must be treated accordingly. The 
physicians are gradually locating the 
germ enters, but new cases arise iu un- 
expected (je irters and there has not 
been a suHicieiit number of facts to en- 
able any saie generalization to be made. 

The council of state held a mt^etin;,' 
yesterday afternoon ami evening, and 
after appropriating ij;io,i,K)0 for expenses 
incurred by tho board of ht alfli, the 
matter ot purdouing pijlitic.il prisoners 
came up for consideration. The (3.<ecu- 
tive recoiii :iieiided that Carl Wid"- 
nianu, tlio four Lano boys, Junius 
Kaao, .Toe W iddlelield and I'!) otliers 
6e pardoned. Tho council adopted liio 
reconimeudation. 

At the same meeting the o.x-(}ueon 
was p.irdoned also, and the oiliers will 
bo liberated iu> soon as the pardons are 
made oat. 

FA ST PACIN Q.

LouiSViT.i.t:, Sept. 13.— Not only the 
grandstand, but the staudiug room 
capacity of tho Louisville Driviug and 
Fair a.-:sociatioii was taxed yesterday 
afternoon. A fast truck and a bright 
sunshine favored the great pacing race 
iu which Robert J, John R. Gentry aud 
Joe Patohen wei-e to battle for suprem- 
acy. 

At 2:ao o'clock, when the three horses 
scored for the oponing heat, it is esti- 
mated that nearly 10,000 people were 
on the grounds. Bobert J, the great 
sou of Uurtford, came oif victorious; 
but for the fact that Joe Patohen went 
into the air wheu within 40 yards of 
the wire, in the fourth heat, there 
might possibly have beeu another end- 
ing. Robert J, however, was as steady 
as a cluck aud not once diurinir the four 
heats did he go oif bis feat. The foarth 
heat, which was paced in 8:04 !•!), es- 
tabliahed a naw record, being tha fast- 
est foorth Iwat ever pooed or trolted by 
any horse. 

Shot iu the Neck. 

New Albany, Ind., Sept. 13.— Peter 
Boyle shot Amos Brewer iu the neck 
yesterday iuflicting a wound which will 
probably prove fatal. The shooting was 
the result of an old grudge. Several 
months ago Brewer filed compiaiut 
iffaiiwt B^le for fast driving. Boyle 
was fined and then, it hi said, threat* 
wed to kiU firawer if tkey nMt.

LouisviixF,, Sept. 1.!. -- While v^n.fMX) 
people were watching the fireworKs 
along the river front at 10 o'clock la>t 
night, a portion of the grand stand, on 
which were seated at least 10,000 peo- 
ple, gave way, aud many were injured. 
No fatalities have been reported. Those 
injured. s(j far as known, are:

followed. As to the exant number of 
people injured, it will psobably nover 
be knowu.

PROTECTION WAOES. 

The Sprintjtii'M (111.) Register -tat<'<l 
some days ago that watfes in tliu rolliii>; 
mills at that place are 10 percent, higher 
now than the average rate under the 
McKlnley tariff act. The SpriiiRHeld 
Journal, a Repuljlican protection papt i , 
makes a curious comment on this state- 
ment, but does not deny its trath. 

The Journal .--ays; "The wage- of tin- 
men at the rolling mills are now 100 per 
cent leas than they were ten years ago 
umler prntiTtioii and union ruli'.-;." This 
is evidently a Hlip of the pen, says the 
Chicago Chronicle. "One hundred per 
cent. lep--" insane nothing. The oryjan 
probably meant 50 per cent, less, or one- 
half -the amount ten years ago. 

There is also obscurity in the refHrence 
to "union rules" ten years ago, adds the 
Chronicle. It required not only iron-clad 
protection for the mill owners, but union 
rules by the mill men to keep wages up. 
Pr i'ial)'iy jirotuition had very little to do 
with it, and the compulsion of union 
rules by which the mill owners were held 
causc'l thi3 hi^h rate of wa^jes. 

But the Republican organ dodges the 
qnestioo. In speaks about wages ten 
years a«o. That was five years before 
the McKlnley taritf law was enacted. 
The statement of the Democratic paper 
at Springfield is that wages are higher 
now than under tlie McKinley tariff five 
years a}io. That fact is not denied. 
But it is said that wages are only half 
as high as ten years ago. It must liave 
hw.t, then, that wa>;es were reduced one- 
half under the McKmley tarid. 

This is apparently trivial, but it is 
really im])orfant. It amounts to a con- 
fession from an organ that McKinley 
wagea were lees than the wages that pre- 
vailed under the previous tariff. It 
shows that present wages are higher 
than the Mbkinley scale. It ia a com- 
pl( ti> art,Miment against a revival of Mc- 
Kinley principles in revenue legislation.

Tin Rugged Old Soldier's Sdriicis 
to tiM Union* 



lome Anecdotes Illastratliif Qto, Ft* 
ovlUr QMraettr-^lUtiTi of 



[C6urlerJourn»l.] 
General William Nelsou was a notable 
figure in Kentucky during urjy 
years of tiie war, and' many in- 
teresting stories are told of liim. He ! 
was a native of Maeon County, tbie State, 
had aemd In the navy, where he was 
Kiven the soubriquet of "Bull" Xclsoii, 
and was appointed by the Government 
to reomit the loyal forces in Kentncky. 
He established Camp Dick Robinson, 
and for liim Cani|) Nelson was nan)ed. 
It is not generally known that the 
famoos damp Dick Robinson was located 
by accident. Nelson had decided that 
the camp in that section of Kentucky 
•honld be at the. old. Bryant Springe, 
near Onb Orehara, and had started a 
tninof wagons loaded with Government 
Stores for that point. The day after Bull 
Ran, General Nelson met Afleistant 
Quartermaster Capt. George IT. Dohvns 
in Lexington, and as soon as he saw liim 
exclaimed : 
"H— I'sto pay now'" 
"Why, what's tho matter'?" asked 
Capt. Dobyns nervously. 

"The Rebels haiw whipped h— 1 out of 
OS at Bnil's Ran. Where are those 
wagons ?" 

The wagons referred to were the ones 
then <m their road to the proposed camp 
at Bryant's Springs. Captain Dobyns 
told him they would reach Lancaster 
that Bight. NelMm, ah^ that itrag> 
gling Confederates would find their way 
into Kentucky through Cumberland Gap 
afkert the victorjf at ]^11 Run apd take 
potseflsioo of the stores at Crab Orchardj 
ordered Dobyns to overtak« the wagons 
that night, turn them bacl( a|id gu#rd 
tli«n at the forks of the road near the 
Biah BoMhw fann ontil after the Aiu 
gust election, and there the famous camp 
was then established, the delay on ac- 
count of tba election being occasioned by 
the desire to have Union men remain at 
home and vote on impoitafit questions 
ooiUMinUiif Kentoekf 'k attfdndt with 
vaptd to the war. 

Tk^llPOrt conversation betwtim Nelson 
and iHhfvt at Laxington was thoiw 
oughly ohailileristic of Nelson. An ac- 
complished gentleman, a trained soldier 
and patriot, and a skilful handler of 
men, he was brusque, at times almost 
to the verge of brutality, in the dis- 
charge of his duty, and noted for bis 
profanity. Be would brook no inter- 
ference with his plans and ooanten- 
anced no disobedience. He had a big 
heart, however, and often healed 
woonds inflicted in heated moments l)y 
conferring coveted honors. On one oc- 
casion during his stay at Camp Dick 
Robinson a yoang fallow named Billy 
Monntmullen, an Orderly Sergeant from 
Lexington, wa.s called before Gen. Nel- 
son to answer for some breach of camp 
rules, and during the convem ition, 
which became extremely intere.sting, 
Nelson emphasized some reply by 
pounding on his desk with his fist and 
explaining : 

" By , sir,' that's my way of doing 

business I " 

▲t thia jronng Monntinollen, who was 
about as emphatic as his superior, re- 
plied: "Well, if that is the case, (ieneral, 
all I have to say is that you have a 
dimned poor way of doing business," 
and escaped through the open door. 

This infuriated Nelson, and be at once 
ordered one of bis aides to have Mount- 
mnllen drummed out of camp. In a 
moment, however, he clLinged his mind, 
saying : " D— d if that young fellow isn't 
too good a man to 1on«. He isn't afraid 
of me, and lie wont afraid C)f anybody 
else," and MountmuUeu was very uuex- 
peotedly presented with « Second Lieu< 
tenant's commission. 

Other interesting iucidtats grew out 
of Nelson's experience with raw re- 
cruits at Camp Nelson. To the plow- 
boys, mechanics, etc, who could not 
readily adapt themselves to the usages 
and circumstances of a military camp, 
Nelson was a holy terror, and ir^tuy of 
them will remember his laii^^t. . v u|)on 
occasions when the inspectiona were not 
up to his ideas of soldierly perfection. 
One day he was inspecting the arms of 
one of Wolford'a companies, and when 
he pitched James Brenf s gnn baok to 
him Brent let it fall in a very awkward 
manner. Nelson picked it up and pitch- 
ed it back again, and again it tell to the 
j;round. Nelson's comments w not 
pleasing to Brent, who was one of the 
fighting men from Casey, and 021 the 
next trial he grabbed the gun, flipped a 
cartridge Into it, and was i ring to 
fire upon the General wluii ■ ly hands 
interfered to prevent him. I'or this dis- 
play of courage and fighting qualities 
Nelaon made Brent a Major. 



Nelson took a great fancy to the coun- 
try'4^at Camp Dick, and one day while 
W^Nudf^er the Robinson farm with its 
oyftKWfjptankeA to him as he pointed to 
a l)eai:M(a} grove carpeted with bluegruss 
"Roi)inson, that is the most beautiful 
spot I have ever seen. When I die 
want to be buried there." 

Not a great wliilc afterward Nelson 
was shot ait the Ualt House at Louis 
vilie, by Jefi C. Da4is, of Indiana, whom 
he liad slapped in the fare, and his laHt 
words were : " Send for an Episcopal 
minister and carry me to Oamp Dick 
Robinson for burial." The remains 
were taken to the spot and bnried be- 
neath the spot the General himself had 
selected. Tha old Scotch gardener who 
dug the grave and erected a eiinple fence 
around It teOMMrked ii he flidihed the 
work : 

"The Almighty has eaeoeeded in doing 
what no one else hae etet done— cor- 
nered Bull Nelson." 
Twenty years after this, when the 

coffin was disinterred for burial in the 
Maysvilie cemetery, the persona at the 
grave removed the covering from t^c 
glass plate, and were struck with the 
apparently wonderful state of preserva- 
tion exhibited to them. The features, 
with the exception of slight discolora- 
tion, looked perfectly natural, and no 
one could have told l)ut tiiat tho l)ody 
had only been in the ground a few days. 
From Oamp Dick the coffin was taken 
in a vehicle to the depot at Nirliola?- 
ville, when it was again uncovered for 
the purpose of permitting several old 
soldiers to review the remains, when, 
to the surprise of those in escort, noth- 
ing was left but ashes— a handful of dust. 
The jarring of the hearse on the road 
from the grave to the railroad and the 
action of the atmosphere bad shattered 
the life-like image of the dead General. 

General Nelson came of a good family. 
He was a brother to Colonel Anderson 
Nelson and alsp of Thomas Nelso^,. Min- 
ister to Bfesioo. Theee who were as* 
sociated with him speak of him with 
veneration. He had no favorites, recog- 
nized merit in any rank, and tp«ated 
private and qfHoer with the same con- 
sideration, He would "cuss" a Captain 
as quick as he would a driver of an 
ambalance» provided, of coarse, that he 
was oonvinoed the Captain deserved It, 
and when he bought snppliea for bis 
men his orders were alwaja to get the 
best, regardless of cost.
